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Applicant's amendment has added new claims 17-20 which would require further search 
and/or consideration. 

The objection to the drawings still stands. While proposed Fig. 4 shows that various 
modes can be set there is no indication of where in the specification this drawing is supported. 
Applicant has merely stated that it is properly described in the instant specification. Assuming 
arguendo that there is support for Fig. 4 in the specification it still would not overcome the 
drawing objection. In particular it does not show the setting means decreasing the set memory 
capacity when said judgment means judges that it is impossible to transmit the recorded 
information, or the setting means to set and reset the set memory capacity. 

The objection to the specification still stands. Applicant has supplied a citation for 
support that a user may set the memory capacity threshold on page 17, lines 20-22. This section 
does not disclose the setting means resets the set memory capacity when said judgment means 
judges that it is impossible to transmit the record information. Applicant has further cited page 
15, lines 18-22 for support, however this section is describing the amount of data to be 
transmitted per unit time, namely reducing the bandwidth of the transmission when the signal is 
weak. This does not disclose the setting means resets the set memory capacity when said 
judgment means judges that it is impossible to transmit the record information. Examiner notes 
that claim 16 was restricted for claiming limitations similar to that described in the above cited 
section. 
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Examiner notes that the claims limit that a setting means sets a memory capacity, upon 
reaching that capacity the data in the memory is wirelessly transmitted, wherein it is judged 
whether or not transmission can occur, and if transmission cannot occur, the memory capacity is 
decreased, namely the memory amount at which transmission occurs is decreased. Examiner 
maintains that there is no support found in the specification for these claim limitations.
